IHDEPENDEHCE OF PARLIAMENT. 

In the Ottftwa House, April 23, Mr. 
Domville aBserted that Mr. Bmpeo, the 



Minister of Customs, as a partner of his 
brother, bad tetween Nov. 1878,and Sept. 
18U, •applied the Canadian Govornment 
with'good8.to.;a large amount of money, 
and th'af tiio money so paid wbb disburs- 
ed under contract and ogreement, and 
that the.Hon. Isoao Burpee was at the 
time a member of the House of Commons. 
Mr. Burpee in reply to this said that he 
had not been really a partner since Jan- 
uary, 1874, but that he was willing the 
motion should paas, and would cheerfully 
submit to the finding of the Committee. 
He did not dosiro to hold his seat unlaw- 
fully, and to give it up would be no groat 
saorifloe to him. Mr. G. W. Boss then 
5inoy(Bd, ftgjunst Mr; :Geo.''Mo£fatt (Oonsot- 
yi^ye), M.P. for ReBti^^^ N.B., on 
tiia feround that he had at one time held u 
oontractwith the Government, and that 
he had received certain monies therefrom. 
Mr. Boas further read a telegram, whioh 
had been discovered during the general 
ranaaoking of pigeon holes in. the -Public 
Works Department, this document being 
a messogo from one Mofifatt asking why 
ho had baon deprived of a contract. Both 
cases were roforred to the Committee on 
Privileges on Elections. Hon. Mr. Mac 
kenzie then introduced a Bill for the in 
demniflontion of members who had uu 
wittingly performed.aewioeB for-the. Gov- 
ernment, the gist of whiofr is dohtained 
in the following clauses: 

(1.) Any person who has at any time 
since the passing of the said Act been 
elected a member of the House of Com 
mons, and who acting under the bona fide 
belief that he >vaa or continued to be qual- 
ified and capable of BiuiD0 or voting as a 
member thereof, has sat or voted therein, 
shall be and is hereby indemnified, exon- 
erated, freed; andsdisoliMrged from all pe- 
cuniary penalties or forfeitures whatso- 
ever, if any such may hare been incurred 
by him by reason oi having so sat or vot- 
ed, at any time up to the end of the pre- 
sent session of ParliameDt. 

(2.) This Act may be pleaded SB a bar 
and discharge to any action, suit, or pro- 
ceeding peodiogjor which may be bronght 
against any such parson for any such pe- 
onniory penalty or forfeiture as afore- 
said. 

The Act does not extend beyond the 
present bcssiun of Parliament During 
the debate that followed Sir John Mac- 
donald acknowledged that ho was bued by 
some person to reoovor SCOO,000 for al- 
leged infraction of -l e tndependeuce of 
Parliament Act; and Mr. Potttr Mitchell 
confessed to a similaf; vtate : of tbingi^ 
far as he was concerned. The Bill passti 
a second reading by 52 majority— Mr. 
Peter Mitchell with other Conservatives 
voting for it. Mr. DeCosmos, who i* in 
the same boat with the Conservative 
chiefs, and was also liable to be sued, 
showed more than ordinary good sense 
by'TOtinj^;£or»4ihe5 Billj^ Mr. Dtviutj 
voted Bgainst. " 

THE BBITISH BJJUQET. 

On the 12th, April, before - a? crowded 
House, the Ohanoellor of the Exchequer 

-. made his annual financial statement. 

•-There had been no improvement in the 
onstoms and excise, yet the result of the 
financial year of 1876-77 was one reason- 
ably satisfactory. The Budget estimate 
of revenue last year^was £78,412,000, and 
the amount realized wos £78,665,000, or 
an increase of X153,000 on the estimate. 
On the other hand the expenditure was 
estimated at £78,043,000, it had turned 

-out to bo octnally £78,124,380, or an ex- 
cess over estimate of £81,380. The result 
was that the surplus, which was expeotod 

, to be £308,000, had been £443,000. That 
was not, perhaps, a very brilliant result, 
but having regard to the cironmstances 
of the year just passed, and to the condi- 
tion of trade and of the country general- 
ly, there was cause for the congratula- 
tion. After reviewing the several items 
of revenue and expenditure, and pointing 
out wherein thoy difiered from the esti- 
mate, the right bon. gentleman passed on 
to the accounts for the current financial 
year 1877-78. His estimate of expendi- 
ture for the year was as follows: — Perma- 
nent Charge of Debts, £28,000,000; Inter- 
eBt,&c.,ou Local Loans, £220,000; Charge 
of Suez Loan, £200,000; Other Oousoli- 
dated Pond Gharges, £1,600,000; Army, 
£14,538,700; Home Charges of forces in 
India, £1,000,000; Army Purchase Com- 
mission, £500,000; Navy, £10,979,829; 
Civil Services, £13,720,198. Customs and 
Inland Revenue, §2,707,265; Post-Offlou, 
£3,271,401; Telegraph Service, £1,232,- 
814; Packet Service, £767,877. The 
total estimated expenditure was thus 
£78 794 044, or an inoronse over 
the issues of 1876-77 of £068,817. 
Coming next to his estimato of the rov- 
enuu for tho current year, the right hop. 
gontlomau showed that tho condition of 
trade and oommorco and of tho producing 
clasgxis of tho country was not such as to 
induco him to form a sanguine estimate, 
though there was no reason for despon- 
dency. There were many sigus indeed 
which led him td hope that the rasourpei 
of tho country were untouched, and that 
tho check upon the consuming power of 
tho pooplo wiiH only of a temporary char- 
at'tor; but taking tho most moderate esti- 
malo of tho revenue for tho your ho cal- 
culated to realize from customs the sum 
of £19,850.000; excise, £27,000,000; sttttBps, 
£10,920,000; land tax and house duty, £2,- 
560,000; income tax, £5,540,000; post 
office, £6,100.000; t«lograph service, £1,- 
300,000; crown Und^, £il0.000: and mis 
cellaneous, £4,840,000. Those several 
amounts gavo a total OHtimate of revenue 
for 1877-78 of £79,020,000, or a net in- 
orease upon the aotual roveniio of last 
year of £454,964. Thb'' bsiimated expen- 
diture, then, beiiig" £78,794,044, and tho 
revenue .C79, 020,000, ho found himrolf 
with a surplus of OHtirauted income ov«r 
estimutfiil ex|)eiulituro of £226,000. Under 
these cireumstiincoa hu thouglit he might 
say that tliey hud n Budget ready miide to 
their hands, ami that it was clear that 
the; were not required to take off a tax 
nor put on one, but simply to aot on the 
rule of "Isttmg well alone." It mi^Lt bo 
said that ho was taking a large sum 
out of tho pocket* of the pcojile, 
and undoubtedly that was so; but 
tl»o estimated revenue of £79 000,000 



revenue ohafged to the taxpayer. From 
that sum they must deduct the Post Of- 
fice, the Telegraph Service, tho Crown 
Lands, ond a large portion of the Miscel- 
laneous revenue, which came together to 
£13 400,000, BO that the aotual charge on 
the taxpayers mas about £65,000,000, The 
right hon.gentleman owned that his state- 
ment did not represent abrilliantjbudget; 
but regard being had to the circumstances 
of the time and the great depression that 
prevailed, though that was not confined 
to Britain, he thought the House might 
be satisfied with the roflcctiou that tho 
finaneasiwere in good order, that taxation 
waa not "eibeedingly burdensome, tliat 
there existed resources whioh , if ueccssa- 
ry, could bo colled upon, but which he 
hoped would not be needed; that they 
were proceeding year after year on a 
sound and wholesome system of maintain- 
ing the public credit, and reducing on a 
moderate but systematic plun the Nation- 
al Debt, and that the country wos oltogo- 
ther in a position of financial strength. It 
was his desire to keep down j the ^roost of 
government in every way consistent with 
ollioiency, and ho believed that they had 
a good sound position in case they were 
called on to enter upon a struggle such 
as tlioy did not care to oomtoniplate, and 
that their strengtli lay in endeavoring to 
husband their resources and keeping tax- 
ation steady and uniform.

The Pacific Railway Debate. 

The Government wore sustained by a 
majority of 45 on a resolution of want of 
confidence moved by Mr. Tupper in tho 
House of Commons on tho 25th ulfc. Dar- 
ing the dabiate'Mri MBOkenzie said— 

"The QoVernmoht have to call on their 
supporters to support them still in carry- 
ing to a successful couoluaiou such nego- 
tiations 08 may yet bocomo uecesaary with 
the Province of British Columbia. Ho 
had pointed out with regard to those ob- 
ligations, whioh were not of his creating, 
that hel<al3(Seeded':atclast>.in modifying 
them, and thai he has endeavored to the 
best of his power, knowledge, and ability 
to servo tho public both in tho old Pro- 
vince of Canada and tho Province of Bri- 
tish Columbia, If wo have not been bo 
successlul as we would dusiro, if tho cir- 
cumstances of the country bavobuen such 
as to require us to move with caution and 
discretion, he ^vas quite sure that in that 
matter every single member who has sup- 
ported the Govarnmeiit from thie first^will 
bo prepared to make due and proper al- 
lowance." 

Mr. Dewdney said that be felt that he 
would not bo doing: his duty as a Cana- 
dian if he did not support tho motion of 
the hon. member for Cumberland (Dr. 
Tupper.) The hon. Premier himself 
might be honest in bis statements that 
be wssdesirons of seeingtho railway com 
pleted, but from the significant cheers 
whioh were indulged in by hissn|}i)drter8 
when anj thing derogatory to British Co- 
lumbia was mentioued, Ue (Mr. Dewd- 
ney) had every rtaaon to believe that the 
gentlemen on the other side of the House 
mk] \ not be congratulated on their good 
faith. He was of opinion that tho road 
could be built from Lake Superior to the 
Pacific Ocean for from §50,000,000 to 
$54,000,000. H ) spoke strongly in favor 
of the Burrard Inlet route to the Pacilio 
»nd quoted the opinion of the Chief En- 
gineeer in t.'iat connection. With regard 
to the telegraph contract, he thought it 
had been let on the proper route, and it 
was a great pity the contractor had not 
been~utowfld to go on and complete it -ron 
the Praser riVef Tinb. ' 

Mr. Langevin said he hoped the First 
Minister would live long enough to soo 
that he had not boon a true prophet with 
respect to the Pacific, and would have to 
acknowledge that it was not such an in 
sane project as he had declared it to be 
He was prond^to have been a member of 
the Government which had initiated that 
greot enterprise. Ha referred in glowing 
toriMS to the splendid territory which Ca 
nada possessed in tha I^orth-West. That 
country required only a railway to open 
it up for fcettlemeut and make it the home 
of a vast population. He was glad to hear 
the f irstlfiiu^terliay 'tb'atlit was obli- 
gatory on Oanoda to build the railway, 
but he regretted thai the link to connect 
with the head of Lnko Superior was to be 
indefinitely postponed. This was the link 
connecting tho Pacific railway with the 
linos of railway through Ontario and 
Quebeo, and it was noceessary to have 
this.bniltif ve waited to have tho full 
benoflt of the Pacific railway. The policy 
of using tho water stretches he condemn- 
ed, as the road would be available only 
during six months of tho year. He re- 
ferred to the two rotttas to the Faciflt, The 
one was by I<h'aser fliver and the other by 
Bute Inlet. The former was open (0 sev- 
eral aigeotbms. lapuBwA newr the Ameri- 
can frontier and the outlet to the sea was 
diflifiult. On tha other hand the lino 
would pass through a settled territory. 
On the main land the grade would not ex- 
ceed fifty-two feet to tliQ mile and a sliort- 
or routo would be oljtaiuod than by Bute 
Inlet, but tho TJute Inlet routo would be 
a more direct one. It . wtotflO" be tartUor 
from tho American frontier and there was 
a good port all tho year round. He ap- 
pciirod to think that tho latter rotttsjios- 
sessod superior advantages. The Pirst 
Minister had complaiuoil that the Esqui- 
mau and Nounimo bill had bcoa defeat

In the House of Commona on April 
11th Mr. "Waddy moved for the sec- 
ond reading of Lis bill for the registra- 
tion of newspapers, the object of which 
was, bo said, to simplify the law of 
evidencQ and enable persona who com- 
plained of libels to fix the reaponaibil- 
ity upon some one who was fairly 
chargeable with it. Mr. Co wen sub- 
mittod, as nu amendment, that no leg- 
islation for tbo compulsory registration 
for the proprietorship of newspapers 
could regarded as satisfaotory which 
did not provide for the repeal of the 
exceptional law which rendered news- 
paper proprietors criminally as well as 
civilly respousible for the acts of their 
employees. The amendment was sec- 
onded by Dr. Cameron, and opposed 
by Sir C' Russei, who contended that 
the preaent state of the law was un- 
satisfaotory , seeiLg that, after fair and 
open trial and considerable expense, it 
was often found that there was prac- 
tically no redress for nn injured person. 
Mr. Butt gave a general support to tbo 
bill; but the Attorney-General, though 
admitting that the preaent law was de- 
fective, declined to give his sanction 
to a mensnro which bristled with pen- 
alties and restrictions. Mr. Ingram, 
who disavowed all personal feeling in 
opposing tbo bill, assured. the.House 
that the great body of newspaper pro- 
prietors weie anxious to expel the 
black sheep" of the profession, and 
to give facilities for regi.stration; but 
bo held that thif. bill would not secure 
that object. 

The debate was just on tbo point of 
closing when Dr. Kenealy arose and 
denounced the bill as a measure intro- 
duced under "judicial auspices," Be- 
coming excited with this theme, be re- 
pelled the insinuation of the Attorney- 
General that there were "foul and 
abominable libels" for which under the 
present law injured persona could not 
obtain remedy. There were, he declared 
emphatically, "persons guilty of in- 
famous, cofrupt, and profligate conduct 
in high places," aud they dared not 
face a court of law to vindicate them- 
selves. If anybody dared to libel him, 
it must not be supposed that he would 
not vindicate his honor. He was no 
defender of libels, but the advocate of 
outspoken language£Piwho-^,had been 
ruined because lie! was'neither "a slave, 
coward, nor a liar." Some ironical 
cheering arising from below the gang- 
way on the Government side, the 
Doctor, who was brought up to a high 
state of virtuous indignation, announc- 
ed that he could boar philosophically 
anything coming from that "miserable 
quarter." It is uncertain at vrhom 
this sneer was directed, but Mr. Sul- 
livan happening for the moment to be 
on theLOonserTatiTe'side of the House 
by the' cross benches took it to himself, 
and springing to bis feet assailed the 
member forStokewith afiery vehemence 
which only an Irishman could bate 
produced on such short notice and so 
little inducement. He said that once 
only within his memory had a man 
professing to own a newspaper proved 
himself to be a slave and a coward. 
Ho had owned fonr journals, and feel- 
ing strongly bow mean and despicable 
it would be to evade reiponsibility had 
adopted the course of registering him- 
self as the proprieto.r, , publishflr,} ' and 
printer, and'because he'diid sorlie bore 
the penalty, both civil and criminal of 
a publicutiou which he liad never seen. 
If bo bivd been a coward he would have 
put at the bead of his paper, "Edited 
by bullivan," and by the mean despic- 
able subterfuge bafUe any honest man 
whose character might be calumniated 
in bis ijages. They knew of only one 
such coward pretending to belong to 
this honorable profession, and he 
thought it possible such a man would 
mouth about "the liberty of tho press" 
and 'Magna Cbarta.' He could imagine 
such a obaraoter talking of the House 
us u "moan and tyrannical and corrupt 
assemblj" until he found a seat im it, 
and bo could imagine him such a mean 
and dospicablo coward as to mention 
tbo Speaker in terms of opprobrium; 
and yet that when he came into that 
House bo would talk of "this honor- 
able assembly," No man in that as- 
sembly believed the hypocrite, the 
slave, and the coward who did so. Mr, 
BuUivan timn told tbe_Hou^e ?bow u 
gentleman named Kene^^ltf^Htemij 
had boon suspected of being connected 
with "a wretch in England'' who had 
been prosecuted for maltreating 
one of his children. He begged 
the House not to legislate for an 
"excrosence," and implored them not to 
fetter tho press because "one wretched 
individual exception might have shocked 
tho public conscienoo." Mr. Waddy, re- 
plying to various points raised in the ds- 
ba 0, said the speech of Jlr. Sullivan had 
saved him tho trouble of saying much 
that hu might otherwise have said. It 
was unnocosaary to give instances of tho 
abuse of tho powor of the press after that 
speech, as ho thought one a*^ loast must be 
fully in mind. He offered to withdraw 
hin bill if the Gov«irnmout would under- 
take Ihgishttion on the subject. On a 
division the second reading of tho bill 
was nogutived by 149 to 60. Tho inom- 
ber for Stoko listenod attentively to the 
rumurksof Mr.Sullivanund the ohoe^s spd 
langhtor whioh accompanied them, but 
^lade no movement until the division was 
called, when ha walked into the lobby 
with the opponents of the bjU. .Tn that 
mysloiinuB seclusiop the two members re- 
uuwod and carried on their quarjrel, aijd 
thoHousj was impatient to got tho ntjmbeps 
declaied in order that Mr. Sullivan might 
describa what hod occurred. Being for 
cooler now than before, Mr. Sullivon, 
speaking from bia own side of the flonse 
this lime, informed the Speaker that Dr. 
Kenoaly had addroascd him thin extra- 
porliamontury utterance, "Bir, yon'ro a 
Jio;-." Tho form wss polito, but the lan- 
guage was rough, and Mr. Sullivan in the 
interests of freedoiji of debate submittdd 
the facts to the fiottie^^liVtf'^WAS now a 
great gatheriog of xnemben 'and a vast 
Hmount of ezoitemtat prevailed. I^r. 



Kenealy, howeveif, Was perfectly self-pos- 
Bessed, and when called upon hj the 
Speaker for his account made a brief 
statement to the effect that hearing Mr, 
Sullivan in the lobby repeat tohisfriend 
the words "coward" ond "slave," he re- 
remon«l toted nguiuat what he held to be 
an nnprovoked attack. "Now tbo House 
will remember," said Dr. Kenealy, "that 
in the speeohwhiehthe hop. member made 
ho implied that I was a liar, and called 
mo several times a wretch, for although I 
was not spooificd nobod.y could doubt to 
whom ho referred." (Hero somo hon. 
membors caught up this confession and 
heartily choerod it.) Dr. Keuealy went 
on to admit that, feeling himself nggriov- 
ed, he called Mr. Sullivan a liar, and he 
left it with the House,in the meekest man- 
ner, to soy whetlioi he had done wrouK. 
Meanwhile ho dcliheratoly withdrew until 
their deliberations were over. The House 
promptly docidod that thoy must have on 
apology, and the Deputy Serjeant was 
sent hurriedly after tho Doctor, who pre- 
sently ro-appeored, with that officer at his 
side, looking rather like prisoner. When 
the hon. member reached the bar, the 
Speaker called out to him to toko his seat, 
which he did, and in his seat, amidst a 
dead silence, received tho resolution of 
tho Houso ordoriug him to withdraw and 
apologise. Tho hon. member mado his 
apology in the exact terms of the resolu- 
tion. His manner was quite unobjection- 
able, and as ho concluded there were a 
few, but very few, "hear,- hears," • This 
brought the scone to a close.

John Oaraon, alioi Totato John, charg- 
ed with supplying intoxicating liquor to 
Indians. 

Mr.MoEIman appeared for tho prisoner. 

Oonatablo Lindsay deposed that on 
Thursday afternoon in a shanty on John- 
son street ocoupiod by the prisoner ho 
discovered several Indians drunk in com- 
pany with the prisoner. There were bot- 
tles containing a little liquor and a can 
with a small quantity of Deer in the shan- 
ty. 

Mr. MoElmen said that ho would admit 
that tho prisoner ocoupiod the shanty in 
question and that not being a temperance 
man ho had a little liquor in the place. 
The Indians who happened on Thursday 
afternoon to bo drunk entered the shanty 
but were not supplied with liquor by bis 
client. 

Constable Lindsay further deposed to 
the fact that prisoner had been seen to 
obtain beer from Gibson's brewery 
and outer tho shanty with it whilst 
the Indians wore there; also, that when the 
prisoner was arrested the Indians assert- 
ed that they had furnished the prisoner 
with money to obtain the liquor. The 
Indians were all sober before they went 
into the shanty. 

Indian evidence Avas called in jBnpport 
of tho prosooutiou which Mr. /MoElmen 
oharaotorized as incredible. 

His Honor iu giving judgment alluding 
to the evidence which stated that defen- 
dant bad obtained beor from a brewery, 
said alitrewer'a license did not permit of 
the sale of beer by tho pint or quart and he 
hoped moreover that no brewer would 
wilfully lend himself to the sale of beer 
to bo subsequently supplied to Indians. 
He did not believe the prisoner's state- 
ment that he could not got tho Indians 
out of his house, but on the other hand 
inclined to the belief that he had^entioed 
them there for the sake of gain fifpm the 
sale of liquor. The sentence of the Court 
would bo two months' imprisonment and 
a fine of §50. 

Kak-a-a-kuh, an Indian woman.oharged 
with having intoxibating liquor in her 
possession. 

Constable White deposed that on 
Thursday afternoon he found the prison- 
er at the foot of Johnson street with a 
bottle of intoxicating liquor secreted un- 
der her shawl. He took her into custody 
and at first she said that n Chinaman had 
given the liquor to her but subsequently 
that a "Boston" man had supplied it. 

Prisoner in defence said tlint oho had 
takoa thu bottle from anothor Indian who 
orignally had it for fear that her "tilli- 
cum" should, get'druak.' Slie o'a'm'e^ from 
Fort Townsend^n a "cultas naniteh" and 
had no intention of staying in this oity. 

His Honor taking into consideration 
the fact that this was tho prisoner's first 
offence and being a stranger here ordered 
her disobarge on condition thatfahe would 
at once leave the city. ' ' "

UST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

UTAH. 

New Yobk, May 11.— Tho Ue.-ald's Salt 
Lake special says at present there is more 
real danger to persons and neijks of the 
Mormon chiefs in this territory than over 
impended over thorn before, and thoy 
strive by all meuns available to stimulate 
their followers. During tho last three 
weeks the counsels of the priesthood 
throughout Utah have been belligerent, 
and orders from'bb'niiiiiwders of the old 
Nauvoo legion yni^nibiied' that body to 
get ready for aotioc. Brigham Young 
has indicated to an imiuense congruKn- 
tion of Mormoni at the T iberuaole injjar- 
aphraso which uoeessity lung ago tempt- 
ed him to use his willingness that they 
should bo ready to defend him and the 
churoh from impending danger; yet ho 
dislikes to have this meaning onnvoyed to 
tho outside world. While tho Mormons 
are arming he desires the authorities at 
Washington and people beyond Utah to 
beliovo they are organizing merely for 
a holiday, and the newspapers here which 
are edited in the interest of the Mormon 
church describes the opposite view as sen- 
sational. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Washington, May 11. — The lecture of 
Fred. Douglass delivered in Baltimore on 
Washington City excited no little amount 
of local indignation. Some talk of getting 
up a petition to the President asking him 
to remove Douglass. In the leoturo he 
characterized tho old Presidents as indo- 
lent and ignorant, and declared the city is 
filled with duplicity and servility, and is 
occnpied by people who endeavor to get 
Isomething out of nothing, who wear their 
Uiats pulled down over their eyes like 
jthieves and robbers to give them a 
/Congressional look. He charged the peo- 
ple of Washington with aiding treason by 
standing between the impeachment of An- 
drew Johnson and of hatching the plot 
that killed Lincoln. In slandering the 
people of the district the leoturo could 
hardly be excelled and would pass unno- 
ticed but fpiTi: the 'high official position 
which the lecturer holds. 

The Times' Washington special says the 
smallness of the ajjpropriation for the 
postal department threatens to bo most 
serious of all those for which the 44th 
Congress is justly responsible since it 
may result in materially crippling the 
postid' service and perliaps in suspending 
that service entirely in some branches.

The Russians Attempt to 
Cross the Danube! 

They are Beaten Baek with Great 
Slaughter and their Bridge 
Destrojied! 



LoNDOK, May ll—lutelligenoe has been 
received from Sulina that on Wednesday 
the Russians attempted to cross the Dan- 
ube at Eeni. They threw a bridge over 
the river, but wore met by Turkish in- 
fantry and artillery, assisted by three 
gunboats. The bridge was broken and a 
large number of Russians killed and cap- 
tured. The Bussians were completely 
defeoted rad fled. [Reni is situated in 
Bessarabia 'at the confluence of the Dan- 
ube and Pruth.— Ed.

DELAYED PiSPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

Rome, May 7.— Fifteen hundred 
French pilgrims were received this 
morning at the Vatican. The Pope 
entered Ducal hall.where the pilgrims 
were gathered, accompanied by twelve 
cardinals and many distinguished pre- 
lates. 'Viscount Dumas read an address 
and 'presented each offering of the 
faithful. His Holiness, standing on 
the tlirone, delivered an eloquent 
speech. He addressed the pilgrims in 
affectionate terms and blamed the gov- 
ernments who consider as revolutionary 
the demonstrationa and religious mani* 
foatatiun of people who demand liberty 
fot the bead of the Catholic church. 

In the Madrid Senate the clerical- 
ists have moved an amendment to the 
address replying to the royal speech 
to the effect that the ' government 
should support restoration of the 
Pope's tomporal power. The minister 
of foreign affairs opposed it. He point- 
ed out that it did not become Spain to 
interfere with questions not within her 
province nnd affecting allied nations. 
The clericalists subsequently withdrew 
the ameDdment,but requested the gov- 
eromont to adopt the most snitatble meaoB 
for securing the Pope bompletei''ud''mls' 
indepencdene. ■ '
